Report  of  the  Selectmen 


The  Board  organized  on  February  11,  1946,  Mr. 
Walter  Silveira  being  appointed  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  with  Dr. 
Harold  E.  Kerwin  serving  as  clerk. 

Many  important  matters  of  business  have  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  during  the  year  and  have 
been  discussed  at  the  weekly  meetings.  Extensive  repairs 
to  the  roof  of  the  town  hall  building  were  authorized  to 
be  made  by  the  Eastern  Construction  Company  and  paint- 
ing of  doors  and  windows  by  the  Regis  Construction 
Company,  as  well  as  painting  of  the  janitor’s  apartment  in 
the  basement  by  E.  G.  Baldwin  Co.  Grillwork  and  balconies 
damaged  by  the  hurricane  should  be  replaced  and  the 
lighting  system,  which  is  inadequate  for  the  offices,  must 
be  improved.  The  addition  of  a janitor  to  the  staff  has 
made  a great  difference  in  the  general  appearance  of  the 
building. 

Fairhaven  joined  other  New  England  towns  in  main- 
taining a Summer  Theatre  in  the  town  hall,  thereby  bring- 
ing added  revenue  as  well  as  entertainment  to  the  citizens 
of  the  town.  The  continued  occupancy  of  the  auditorium 
for  a summer  theatre  or  even  of  regular  use  for  entertain- 
ment hinges  on  safety  methods  to  be  installed.  An  ad- 
ditional balcony  exit,  stage  fire  curtain  and  an  auxiliary 
lighting  unit  are  recommended  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety. 

Early  in  the  year  a conference  was  held  with  the 
owners  of  West  Island,  east  of  Sconticut  Neck.  The  Board 
lent  its  approval  to  the  plans  for  the  development  of  this 
island  of  more  than  600  acres  where  many  homes  will  be 
built  in  the  future  if  the  plans  materialize.  This  develop- 
ment is  known  as  Fairhaven  Estates. 

Conferences  have  been  held  on  the  subject  of  improve- 
ment of  the  harbor  at  various  times  and  at  present  the 
matter  rests  with  the  Federal  Government.  In  order  that 
we  may  be  guided  by  the  wishes  of  the  townspeople  we 
are  asking  for  a definite  vote  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
1947  on  the  matter  of  financing  such  a project  if  and  when 
approved  by  the  Federal  and  State  Governments. 
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The  town  purchased  the  truck  used  under  Civilian 
Defense  for  demolition  purposes  and  it  was  converted  to 
use  by  the  Fire  Department  into  a modern  piece  of  fire 
apparatus.  The  chairman  has  met  with  other  members 
of  the  Veterans  Welcome  Home  Committee  to  make  plans 
for  a proper  memorial  or  celebration.  Various  suggestions 
of  proposed  stadium  etc.  have  been  offered  and  a report 
to  the  citizens  will  be  made  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

We  wish  to  expess  our  sincere  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation of  all  town  departments  who  kept  within  their 
appropriations  and  wish  to  thank  all  departments  for  their 
valuable  assistance  during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


General  Belief,  formerly  termed  Public  Welfare  Aid, 
showed  little  change  in  the  amount  of  expenditures  or  in 
the  case  load  until  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Several 
cases  of  neglected  children  came  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  then  and  from  report  of  the  social  work  agencies 
we  anticipate  that  in  1947  we  may  have  many  such  cases 
as  an  aftermath  of  the  war.  The  present  case  load  is  made 
up  in  most  part  of  elderly  non-citizens. 

The  request  for  funds  in  1947  is  based  on  expenditures 
in  1946  and  additional  funds  which  we  believe  will  be 
necessary  to  care  for  the  cases  referred  to  above.

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AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 


Aid  to  Dependent  Children  is  granted  to  dependent 
children  under  18,  if  regularly  attending  school,  who  have 
been  deprived  of  parental  support  by  reason  of  the  death, 
desertion  or  physical  or  mental  incapacity  of  a parent. 
Legislation  has  made  it  mandatory  to  cover  the  budget  in 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children. 

The  number  of  cases  on  relief  January  1 was  17  and 
on  December  31  was  reduced  to  11  by  reason  of  the  fact 
tliat  in  three  cases  the  mothers  obtained  work;  in  three 
others  the  cases  were  closed  when  all  the  children  were 
over  school  age.  In  two  others  the  cases  were  closed  when 
members  were  in  receipt  of  United  States  pensions.  Federal 
grants  were  increased  during  the  year  and  the  request  for 
funds  in  1947  is  based  on  the  following  statistics.

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OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 


The  administration  of  this  category  of  relief  continues 
to  be  an  expensive  part  of  the  town’s  financial  obligations 
due  to  further  and  continuing  liberalizations  in  grants.  The 
cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance  in  1946  exceeded  the  calculation 
of  this  Board  by  approximately  $7,000  due  to  two  separate 
increases  in  the  State  Standard  Budget  for  food  and  cloth- 
ing and  to  the  amount  furnished  recipients  for  medical  care. 

During  the  year  78  applications  were  received,  of 
which  12  were  denied.  There  were  66  cases  added  to  the 
rolls  and  46  cases  closed,  leaving  a case  load  on  December 
31,  1946  of  241.  Expenditures  totalled  $136,775.32.  The 
1947  budget  is  based  on  the  previous  year’s  expenses  and 
the  sum  of  $156,000  is  requested.  There  are  several  bills 
to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Legislature  which  may  further 
liberalize  grants  by  including  non-citizens  among  those 
eligible  to  receive  Old  Age  Assistance  but  no  attempt  has 
been  made  by  this  Board  to  estimate  the  cost  should  this 
become  a law  during  the  year  ahead.

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Report  of  Shellfish  Inspector 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Fairhaven,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I hereby  submit  my  report  on  shellfish  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1946. 

This  year  the  following  licenses  were  issued : — 

119  Commercial  quahog  licenses  @ $2.50 

23  Commercial  dragger  licenses  @ 5.00 

and  over  500  family  permits.  Due  to  high  prices  paid  for 
shellfish  the  industry  showed  a very  good  return. 

About  8,320  bushels  were  taken  by  hand  fishermen, 
approximately  two-thirds  of  this  amount  were  little  necks 
averaging  $4.50  per  bushel;  and  one-third  larger  quahogs 
averaging  about  $2.50  per  bushel;  commercial  draggers 
brought  in  approximately  9,390  bushels  which  averaged 
$2.50  per  bushel.  This  makes  a total  of  $55,369.00,  which  is 
a very  conservative  figure  as  it  only  includes  the  quantity 
taken  by  regular  fishermen  and  does  not  include  the  num- 
ber of  commercial  fishermen  who  work  only  part  time  and 
does  not  include  the  amount  taken  by  the  500  permit 
holders  who  exercised  their  right  to  take  one  peck  as  per- 
mitted by  law.  On  weekends  there  are  often  as  many  as 
fifty  permit  holders  digging  at  one  time,  so  it  is  impossible 
to  keep  account  of  the  exact  amount  taken. 

I would  like  to  say  that  due  to  the  meat  shortage  last 
summer,  many  people  turned  to  shellfish  and  dug  clams 
and  quahogs  for  their  families,  so  much  digging  and  con- 
stant turning  over  of  the  ground  tends  to  kill  a quantity 
of  seed  by  damaging,  burying  and  leaving  some  exposed 
so  it  dies  or  to  sea  gulls.  I advocate  closing  large  areas 
alternately  thereby  giving  each  area  a chance  to  propagate.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 


Gentlemen : 

During  1946  we  had  67  accidents  with  116  injured,  of 
which  13  were  Pedestrians,  and  two  deaths. 

Speed  and  alcohol  were  the  contributing  factors  to  the 
deaths,  and  it  is  assumed,  the  memories  of  those  responsible 
for  the  deaths  might  prevent  them  from  repeating. 

It  is  urged  that  the  recommendations  made  to  elimi- 
nate the  dangerous  traffic  situation  at  Main  and  Howland 
Road  and  on  Main  Street  south  of  Huttlestone  Avenue  to 
Bridge  Street  be  adopted.  Also,  that  a cap  log  be  erected 
on  Union  Wharf  before  a serious  accident  happens.  The 
excuse  that  the  Town  would  not  be  legally  responsible  in 
case  some  one  drove  or  slipped  overboard  does  not  off-set 
a moral  responsibility,  neither  would  it  eliminate  the  curse 
of  a tortured  memory  for  those  negligent  in  this  safety 
measure.

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  the  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1946. 

The  Board  has  held  regular  monthly  meetings  and  fre- 
quent special  meetings  during  the  year.  All  nuisances  and 
complaints  have  been  investigated  promptly  and  action 
taken  thereon.

During  the  year  we  issued  101  burial  permits,  2 pas- 
teurization licenses,  8 alcohol  licenses,  7 oleo,  2 ice  cream, 
66  milk,  and  1 camp  license. 

We  have  had  4 patients  at  Bristol  County  Tuberculosis 
Hospital  during  the  past  year.  In  addition,  35  tuberculosis 
contacts  were  x-rayed. 

In  the  Board  of  Health  Clinic,  116  children  were  im- 
munized against  diphtheria  and  64  were  vaccfnated  against 
smallpox.  The  Community  Nurse,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  made  a total  of  91  visits  to  persons 
ill  with  communicable  diseases. 

Miss  Louise  Fleming,  who  supervises  the  Dental  Clinic 
which  is  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  reports  the 
following  work  done  from  January,  1946,  to  June,  1946: 
94  cleanings,  56  fillings,  7 examinations,  1 extraction,  and 
2 treatments.  Dr.  McKenna,  who  formerly  did  the  dental 
work  in  this  Clinic,  was  forced  to  resign  in  October  because 
of  ill  health.  Since  that  time  the  Board  of  Health  has  been 
unable  to  get  another  dentist  because  they  are  extremely 
busy  with  private  practice  and  because  the  clinic  salary  is 
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not  sufficient.  Attempts  are  still  being  made,  however,  to 
secure  a dentist. 

The  collection  of  garbage  is  being  done  satisfactorily. 
Mr.  Samuel  Barrett,  animal  inspector,  and  Mr.  Henry 
Stevens,  slaughter  inspector,  have  discharged  their  duties 
with  their  usual  efficiency.  Mr.  John  Reilly,  Miss  Smalley, 
and  Miss  Fleming,  the  other  agents  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
have  been  of  the  greatest  possible  assistance.  If  funds  are 
available  this  year,  we  would  like  to  have  the  inspection  of 
milk  added  to  Mr.  Barrett’s  duties. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  done  some  study,  in  the  past 
year,  on  the  subject  of  milk  pasteurization  and  we  believe 
that  only  milk  which  has  been  pasteurized  should  be  sold 
and  consumed  in  Fairhaven.  These  regulations  are  now 
being  formulated  and  our  community  will  join  the  growing 
list  of  towns  to  have  this  requirement. 

The  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  have  been  re- 
vised this  year  for  the  first  time  since  1928.  These  new 
rules  were  published  in  the  Fairhaven  Star  and  printed 
copies  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Board  in  the 
town  hall. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the 
community  nurses  and  the  police  department  for  the  help 
and  co-operation  during  the  past  year.

Fairhaven,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  improvement  of  community,  family  and  individual 
health  is  the  goal  of  all  public  health  nursing  agencies.  To 
win  this  goal  means  that  the  public  must  understand  the 
value  of  this  service  to  each  individual.  Public  Health  has 
been  defined  as  the  art  and  science  of  preventing  disease, 
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prolonging  life  and  increasing  physical  and  mental  effi- 
ciency through  organized  effort.  It  is  also  essential  that 
our  health  education  must  always  be  simple  and  direct. 

The  appropriation  from  the  Town  for  health  nursing 
services  made  it  possible  to  make  the  following  visits  dur- 
ing the  year  1946.

The  appropriation  paid  for  75%  of  the  above  visits, 
the  remaining  visits  were  free. 

The  Town  paid  for  180  bedside  nursing  visits  to  Old 
Age  Assistance  recipients. 

Active  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  hospitalized 
and  contacts  have  been  checked  periodically.  Thirty-five 
contacts  were  taken  to  State  Sanatoria  for  X-rays  and  ex- 
aminations. Many  others  have  had  periodic  examination 
by  their  family  physicians. 

Assistance  was  given  at  the  following  clinics  held 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Health:

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  year 
1946  is  submitted  herewith: 

The  Board  held  six  regular  meetings  and  three  public 
hearings.  Also  representatives  of  the  Board  attended  two 
regional  meetings  with  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of 
Planning  Boards. 

There  were  six  petitions  Heard  in  one  evening,  for  a 
record.  Notices  of  all  public  hearings  are  advertised  and 
the  Board  also  instructs  its  secretary  to  notify  each  peti- 
tioner and  all  abutters. 

Many  plans  have  been  formed  by  the  Board,  which  in- 
clude the  widening  of  Center  St.,  widening  and  straighten- 
ing of  Sconticut  Neck  Rd.,  a new  road  to  Sconticut  Neck, 
and  acquiring  property  for  park  use  at  both  north  and 
south  ends  of  town. 

The  Board  has  cooperated  fully  with  the  Building 
Dept,  in  the  effort  to  make  it  easier  for  veterans  to  convert 
a two-family  dwelling  into  a three-family,  in  conjunction 
with  Emergency  Housing  Act.  Chap.  592. 

With  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Champlin  and  Mr. 
Tallman,  our  zoning  map  was  brought  up-to-date.  Also 
we  appreciate  the  help  Mr.  Birtwistle  rendered. 

The  Board  fully  realizes  the  progress  ahead  and  is  in 
accord  with  good,  sound,  beneficial  developments  to  which 
the  people  of  this  town  will  adhere,  ever  bearing  in  mind, 
that  those  who  own  property  here  are  first  considered  and 
their  opinions  weighed  and  decisions  rendered  in  compli- 
ance with  the  zoning  laws. 

The  zoning  by-laws  have  been  thoroughly  gone  over 
with  the  guidance  of  our  Town  Council,  Mr.  Raymond 
Mitchell,  and  a revised  edition  is  to  be  printed. 
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The  Board  recommends  in  the  future,  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  advise  heads  of  departments,  in  writing,  in 
ample  time,  the  last  date  of  filing  articles  in  the  warrant. 

The  Board  also  urges  that  street  layouts,  with  descrip- 
tive matter,  be  submitted  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  any 
action  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

Report  of  Fire  Engineers 

January  22,  1947 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Fairhaven,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  presents  its  an- 
nual report  of  the  year  1946. 

During  the  year,  this  Department  responded  to  47 
Bell  Alarms  and  224  Still  Alarms,  a total  of  271  Calls. 
This  is  an  increase  of  95  Calls  over  the  176  answered  in 
1945.  Seven  Still  Alarms  were  converted  to  Bell  Alarms, 
and  8 Bell  Alarms  were  recorded  as  False. 

The  Apparatus  and  Equipment  is  in  good  condition, 
and  is  being  properly  maintained.  Replacement  of  the  25 
year  old  Engine  No.  1 is  asked  for  in  a special  article  in 
the  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  placing  in  service  as  Engine  No.  2,  of  the 
“Demolition  Truck  Chassis”  equipped  with  the  Maxim  600 
G.P.M.  Trailer  Pumping  unit,  a 300  Gallon  Booster  tank, 
and  Body  and  Painting  by  Farrar  Co.,  has  proved  very 
satisfactory. 
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The  Ford  Barton  500  gallon  Engine  formerly  known  as 
Engine  No.  2 was  transferred  to  Station  No.  5 at  East 
Fairhaven,  and  the  old  Engine  No.  5 (Reo)  is  now  being 
used  as  a Fire  Alarm  Truck. 

The  old  Fire  Alarm  truck,  Model  T Ford,  the  old  Hose 
No.  2 Reo  Chassis  and  the  old  Reo  Tank  Wagon  were  sold. 

The  Station  at  Oxford,  North  Fairhaven  and  East 
Fairhaven  should  receive  some  Paint  and  minor  repairs. 

Practice  sessions  of  the  various  Companies  were  main- 
tained during  the  period  of  May  to  September  inclusive. 

The  Protecting  Society  has  rendered  valuable  aid  to 
this  Department  throughout  the  year.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm 

January  22,  1947

The  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Department  for 
1946  is  as  follows: 

A new  non-interfereing  Fire  Alarm  Box  was  installed 
to  replace  Box  57. 

Replacement  due  to  Utility  pole  replacements  main- 
tained. This  included  changing  wires  from  the  East  to  the 
West  side  of  Main  St.,  between  North  St.  and  Huttleston 
Avenue.  A new  Tapper  circuit  was  installed  for  the  Super- 
intendent of  Water  Works. 

Most  of  the  replacements  planned  for  this  year  and 
the  Alarm  system  were  impossible  due  to  the  scarcity  of 
materials  and  supplies.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commission 

To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven: 

For  some  years,  of  war  and  hurricane,  the  budget  of 
this  department  was  cut  to  lowest  terms,  $3000  to  $3500; 
but  for  1946  the  amount  of  $5000  was  requested  and 
granted  to  meet  higher  labor  costs,  more  hurricane  re- 
habilitation and  a larger  expenditure  at  Livesey  Park. 
In  spite  of  this  increase,  necessary  work  could  not  be 
completed  and  $600  additional  was  transferred  by  the 
Selectmen  from  the  Emergency  Fund. 

Of  special  mention  are  (1)  The  new  truck  purchased 
at  $100  below  the  $1100  appropriation  therefor.  It  has 
been  a satisfaction  in  convenience,  operation  and  upkeep, 
not  to  mention  color.  (2)  Replacement  plantings  at  Cooke 
and  War  Memorials,  while  both  additions  and  subtractions 
have  been  the  order  at  Cushman  Park.  (3)  Japanese 
beetles  arrived  en  masse,  — a devastation  that  must  be 
reckoned  with  in  the  future.  (4)  Three  men  were  em- 
ployed continuously  and  worked  conscientiously  but  even 
so  were  not  fully  able  to  cope  with  the  wet  season.  Lawn 
areas  submerged  by  salt  water  in  1944  and  by  weeds  in 
1945,  came  back  miraculously  in  1946  to  good  grass  for 
the  most  part.  (5)  A fourth  man  worked  for  some  weeks 
putting  Livesey  Park  in  better  shape,  and  the  ball  diamond 
there  was  filled  and  rolled. 

For  the  year  ahead,  $7000  is  requested, — an  amount 
which  includes  immediate  replacement  of  gun  carriages  at 
Fort  Phoenix  and  a greater  expenditure  at  Livesey  Park. 

For  a look  at  the  longer  future  of  our  town  parks:  it 
seems  evident  that  the  upkeep  even  at  a minimum  of  mow- 
ing with  occasional  pruning  or  replanting  will  be  greater 
for  the  smaller  plots,  viz : Garrison  Lot,  Benoit  Square, 
Cooke  and  War  Memorials,  Bridge,  Marine  and  Willow 
Parks.  Fort  Phoenix  during  the  picnic  season  demands, 
besides,  a weekly  cleanup, — no  small  item.  Cushman  and 
Livesey  Parks  are  different  problems,  as  play  centers.  At 
the  latter  more  than  a beginning  has  been  made  for  ade- 
quate ball  fields  and  the  grove  of  maples  is  well  started 
for  the  summer  playground;  but  the  demand  for  more 
adequate  care  and  facilities  should  be  met,  especially  for 
the  skating  pond,  when  and  if  the  cause  for  seepage  can  be 
found  and  remedied. 
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The  problem  of  Cushman  Park  has  several  angles  and 
may  be  taken  by  itself.  It  was  established  and  originally 
planted  (in  an  antedated  style)  as  a beauty  spot  in  the 
town  center.  With  a few  modifications  those  in  charge 
have  tried  to  hold  to  this  plan  notwithstanding  recreational 
and  playground  use  and  hurricane  devastation.  The  re- 
quisites for  a playground  area  are  but  two,  ampleness 
and  shade.  These  we  have,  but,  quoting  an  authority, 
“attempted  amalgamation  between  parks  and  playgrounds 
results  always  in  the  annihilation  of  one  and  that  one  in 
the  past  has  never  proven  to  be  the  playground.”  Such 
increasing  incompatibility  plus  cost  of  maintenance  sug- 
gests a compromise  which  will  keep  most  of  the  border 
plantings  for  interest  and  beauty  but  eliminate  gradually 
the  interior  beds,  putting  more  emphasis  on  trees.  This 
policy  is  not  entirely  new  but  more  actively  pursued 
should  give  better  overall  results. 

The  summer  playgrounds,  open  as  usual  for  ten  weeks, 
registered  an  attendance  comparable  to  1945.  Oxford, 
with  80,  mostly  younger  children,  was  especially  success- 
ful; Anthony,  with  29,  presented  no  difficulties;  Cushman, 
with  approximately  200  of  greater  age,  range  and  less  di- 
rection and  apparatus  per  individual,  has  been  more  of  a 
problem. 

Mrs.  Dutton,  the  director,  has  resigned  after  twenty- 
six  years; — a generation  of  faithful  and  creative  service. 
The  gratitude  of  the  many  children  who  have  benefited  as 
well  as  of  the  parents  and  the  community  is  hers, — a satis- 
faction beyond  material  reward. 

Her  report  mentions  the  special  competitive  days 
when  prizes  (Defense  stamp)  were  donated  by  The 
Mothers’  Club,  The  Business  Men’s  Association,  The  Lions’ 
Club  and  a group  of  North  End  business  men.  In  conclud- 
ing, Mrs.  Dutton  says  “Play  and  recreation  for  all  ages  are 
a decisive  factor  in  the  needs  of  a community.  Cities  and 
towns  are  planning  large  post-war  expansions  of  play- 
grounds, recreation  centers  and  sports  programs.”  She 
also  quotes  her  own  sustaining  motto  through  the  years, 

“No  one  stands  as  straight  as  he  who  stoops  to  help 
a child.”

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Disease  Control,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of 
Health. 

Inspected  are  988  milk  cows,  83  heifers  from  one  to 
two  year  old,  86  heifers  under  one  year  old,  32  bulls,  16 
goats,  3 sheep,  319  swine,  one  steer,  109  horses. 

There  were  242  head  of  cattle  from  out  of  State. 

I have  quarantined  17  dogs  for  biting,  during  the  past 
year,  and  sent  one  dog’s  head  to  the  Laboratory  for 
examination. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Rabies. 

During  my  inspection  of  barns,  and  cattle  this  year,  I 
found  many  cattle  that  were  not  as  clean  as  they  should  be. 

As  people  buy  the  milk  that  comes  from  these  cattle, 
for  food,  something  should  be  done  about  the  situation.

Gentlemen: 

All  street  trees  throughout  the  town  have  been 
sprayed,  as  well  as  a large  number  on  private  property,  to 
safeguard  our  shade  trees  and  in  various  parts  of  the  town 
I have  given  a second  and  third  spraying  to  keep  under  con- 
trol the  later  breeding  of  beetles.  As  a result  of  this  extra 
care  given  the  Elms,  the  leaves  remained  on  the  trees  much 
] longer  and  in  a healthier  condition. 

This  past  year  I removed  50  stumps  and  at  present 
have  25  trees  topped  which  will  be  removed  this  Spring  and 
about  30  dead  trees  to  be  taken  down. 

I have  trimmed  about  800  trees  throughout  the  town 
and  have  planted  150  Maples  and  Elms  in  various  parts  of 
the  town. 

This  year  our  spray  truck  has  broken  down  beyond  re- 
pair and  I have  placed  an  article  in  the  town  warrant  for  a 
new  spray  outfit  to  replace  our  old  spray  outfit. 

I recommend  an  appropriation  of  $4500  for  the  care 
of  trees  in  1947.

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Report  of  the  Sewer  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven: 

The  contract  for  the  Spring  Street  Sewer  has  been  let 
to  be  constructed  from  Green  Street  to  the  station  at  the 
foot  of  William  Street,  but  owing  to  breakage  of  pipe  in 
transportation  and  the  fact  that  replacement  has  not  beep 
forthcoming,  we  were  obliged  to  hold  up  the  work  until 
Spring. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  not  to  have  had  any 
major  repairs  on  any  of  our  eight  large  pumps  at  the 
stations.  We  cannot  really  expect  to  get  through  this  com- 
ing year  without  some  repairs  being  necessary.  We  feel 
obliged  to  ask  for  much  more  money  this  year  than  ever 
before. 

As  our  report  of  1945  showed  we  need  a small  air 
compressor  and  tools  and  a new  truck.  That  expense,  plus 
a great  deal  of  new  building  the  coming  year,  calls  for  a 
larger  appropriation.  Connection  costs  and  tax  refunds 
amounting  to  more  than  $1616.  have  been  turned  back  to 
the  town  treasury. 

During  the  year,  twenty-eight  new  connections  have 
been  put  in  and  two  repair  jobs  completed.  It  is  our  recom- 
mendation that  in  1947  the  town  build  a 21  inch  sewer  in 
Rotch  Street,  from  Washington  Street  to  the  pumping 
station  at  Center  Street.

Gentlemen  : 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Forest  Committee  is 
submitted  herewith: 

The  Town  Forest  Committee  found  that  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  1945  plantings  of  pine  survived.  Loss  was  primarily 
due  to  lack  of  water  at  planting  time  and  the  seedlings 
furnished  were  too  large. 

For  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  work  of  the 
Committee,  the  following  is  a brief  outline: 

The  Town  Forest  was  started  in  1942  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  the  residents,  to  perpetuate  a movement  to 
create,  for  future  generations,  revenue  from  its  trees  and 
outdoor  recreational  possibilities  for  its  children. 

The  Forest  Committee  has  procured  free,  45  acres;  and 
have  planted  in  3 acres,  4000  seedlings  of  pine  and  spruce, 

There  are  many  more  acres  of  land  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Township  that  are  worthless  except  for  cordwood, 
and  could  be  utilized  as  a Town  Forest.  The  taxes  from 
many  acres  in  Turkey  Grove  area  are  negligible,  and  if 
possessed  and  planted  with  pine  and  spruce,  would,  in  20 
to  25  years,  yield  enough  timber  to  exceed  by  tenfold,  that 
which  the  town  realizes  in  tax  revenue. 

Let  us  be  ever  mindful  of  our  obligations  to  our 
children,  and  give  them  a living  memorial  of  a Forest  Park, 
that  they  will  enjoy  nature  and  be  better  qualified  as  good 
citizens,  an  intelligent  and  progressive  idea  coupled  with 
a will  to  do  that  which  may  benefit  others. 

We  need  more  land  for  our  Town  Forest!

Below  and  on  the  following  pages  you  will  find  the 
report  of  the  Fairhaven  police  department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1946.

Ambulance  Service 

During  1946  our  ambulance  ran  up  a mileage  of  1575 
miles.  One  hundred  twenty-nine  patients  were  transported 
on  the  authority  of  physicians — or  of  police  officers  in 
emergency  police  cases.  Some  of  these  trips  were  to 
Boston  hospitals  and  to  other  distant  points — Pondville 
Cancer  Clinic,  for  example.  The  1946  average  cost  per 
patient — exclusive  of  negligible  payroll  items  — was  $1.46. 


Police  Training  and  Instruction 

In  the  middle  of  December  arrangements  were  com- 
pleted for  regular  and  spare  officers  of  this  department  to 
enroll  for  six  weekly  instruction  periods  to  be  sponsored 
by  Chief  Clarence  H.  Brownell  and  Lieut.  James  S.  Hervey, 
a graduate  of  the  FBI  National  Police  Academy,  of  the 
Dartmouth  police  department. 
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This  instruction  is  made  possible  by  the  cooperation 
of  the  FBI,  which  organization  will  provide  an  instructor 
for  each  session.  I feel  sure  that  this  training  and  instruc- 
tion will  be  well  worthwhile  and  will  benefit  this  depart- 
ment greatly. 

Following  the  police  training  and  instruction  periods, 
a First  Aid  refresher  course  is  to  be  given — presumably  by 
the  American  Red  Cross.  Instruction  in  the  use  of  the 
Inhalator  and  in  the  prone  pressure  method  of  artificial 
resuscitation  is  planned. 


The  Traffic  Situation 

Not  unlike  every  other  community,  Fairhaven  has  a 
traffic  situation  which  has  grown  worse  from  that  which 
prevailed  in  war  years.  The  causes  are  well  known:  The 
easing  of  the  new  car  supply,  removal  of  wartime  restric- 
tions, better  quality  gasoline,  more  drivers,  and  the 
seemingly  irresistible  desire  to  drive  fast.  Your  police 
department  has  received  complaints  throughout  the  year 
which  indicate  that  speeding  on  all  of  our  main  streets  is 
cause  for  alarm. 

Under  the  present  setup  officers  regularly  assigned  to 
patrol  and  cruiser  car  duty  do  all  the  traffic  work.  How- 
ever, these  men  have  a great  deal  of  routine  police  work 
to  do — most  of  which  does  not  come  to  the  notice  of  the 
public  as  a whole — , court  work,  and  complaints  to  investi- 
gate. For  these  reasons  time  which  can  be  devoted  to 
traffic  work  is  limited. 

I have  planned  to  insert  in  my  budget  request  for  1947 
enough  money  to  provide  2-car  police  service  for  Wednes- 
day, Sunday,  and  holiday  afternoons  during  a part  of  the 
year.  With  the  second  car  assigned  to  traffic  I think  there 
will  be  a tendency  to  cut  down  the  speeding  and  to  check 
violators. 


Accidents 

The  accident  record  serves  to  substantiate  the  speed- 
ing complaints  and  to  justify  the  spending  of  more  time 
and  money  in  traffic  work.  There  were  112  persons  in- 
jured in  65  accidents  in  1946;  but  only  76  were  injured  in 
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45  accidents  last  year.  Non-injury  reportable  accidents 
increased  from  37  in  1945  to  64  this  year.  That  we  had 
one  fewer  death  offers  but  little  consolation. 

Bicycle  Registration 

The  compulsory  registration  of  bicycles  required  a 
great  deal  more  of  our  time  in  1946  than  in  the  previous 
year.  The  increase  in  Fairhaven’s  population  and  the 
greater  availability  of  bicycles  probably  account  for  our 
registering  more  than  twice  as  many  in  1946  than  in  1945. 
Three  hundred  eighteen  registrations  were  issued  this  year, 
and  it  has  been  necessary  to  order  additional  plates  for 
early  1947  delivery. 

Increased  Business  Forecast 

Probably  the  increases  in  bicycle  registrations  and  in 
accidents  typify  the  trend  of  police  business  as  more 
people,  generally  speaking,  means  more  police  activity. 
The  extensive  construction  of  new  homes  on  Sconticut 
Neck,  the  many  new  home  and  rebuilding  projects  in  other 
parts  of  town,  and  the  “tight”  housing  situation  in  Fair- 
haven  mean  “more  people.”  To  a policeman  “more  people” 
means  more  automobiles,  more  bicycles,  more  ambulance 
runs,  more  emergencies,  and  more  routine  work. 

Appreciation 

At  this  time  I wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  other  town  departments,  the  press,  Radio  Station 
WNBH,  the  businessmen,  and  the  public  for  the  coopera- 
tion given  this  department  in  the  past  year. 

Again  I thank  Chairman  Victor  O.  B.  Slater  and  Mr. 
Raymond  T.  Babbitt  of  the  Fairhaven  Committee  on  Street 
and  Highway  Safety,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
the  schools  of  Fairhaven  who  continue  to  do  excellent  work 
in  promoting  safety  in  Fairhaven.

Report  of  Highway  Department 
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For  the  Year  1946 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Town  of  Fairhaven,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

In  addition  to  our  regular  maintenance  work  on  the 
Streets,  Roads,  Sidewalks  and  Drains  we  performed  much 
extra  work  including  twenty-two  tar  surfacing  jobs  on  over 
five  and  one-half  miles  of  hard  surfaced  streets  thus  im- 
proving their  condition  for  several  more  years  and  we  have 
scheduled  forty-four  more  tar  and  asphalt  sealing  jobs  for 
the  ensuing  year  approximating  eleven  miles  of  streets  that 
need  this  treatment  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  installed  165  new  and  newly  painted  street  name 
signs  replacing  those  lost  or  destroyed  during  the  hurri- 
canes of  1938  and  1944  and  placed  some  at  locations  where 
no  signs  have  existed  heretofore  and  also  erected  or  re- 
placed about  50  traffic  control  signs. 

We  completed  the  repair  and  replacement  of  the 
granolithic  sidewalks  damaged  or  destroyed  at  the  time  of 
the  last  hurricane  and  also  constructed  598  square  yards 
of  new  granolithic  sidewalks  under  the  special  appropria- 
tion which  shared  the  cost  between  the  Town  and  the  prop- 
erty owner. 

As  voted  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  we  graded, 
rolled  and  tar  surfaced  a part  of  Cottage,  Center  and 
Oxford  Streets. 

We  erected  steel  posts  and  installed  removable  chain 
barriers  for  the  temporary  closing  of  part  of  Union  Street 
south  of  the  Rogers  School  as  requested  by  the  School  De- 
partment. 

We  did  considerable  work  on  Union  Wharf  Town 
Property  including  filling  holes  and  resurfacing  the  Wharf 
and  road  and  sidewalks  and  repainted  the  Fishermen’s 
Shacks.

We  constructed  a new  section  of  road  improving  the 
curve  in  Sconticut  Neck  Road  a short  distance  south  of  the 
railroad  bridge  completing  the  job  that  was  started  in  1941 
and  deferred  until  funds  were  available. 

RUBBISH  COLLECTION 

We  received  the  new  truck  equipped  with  the  Load 
Packer  Body  on  November  6th,  1946  and  immediately  put 
it  into  operation  and  after  the  men  became  familiar  with 
th'e  operating  mechanics  we  obtained  favorable  results,  re- 
ducing the  daily  number  of  trips  to  the  dump  and  eliminat- 
ing one  man  from  the  crew. 

With  the  introduction  of  this  new  equipment  we  were 
obliged  to  make  some  changes  in  our  former  methods  and 
practices  and  discontinue  oil  drums,  tall  barrels  of  all  types 
and  large  bulky  objects  making  it  necessary  to  formulate 
some  new  rules  so  that  the  householder  would  be  properly 
informed,  and  as  the  people  become  familiar  with  the  new 
rules  and  co-operate  with  us  our  efficiency  improves  and  we 
sincerely  thank  the  householders  for  tReir  understanding 
and  co-operation  which  is  very  much  appreciated. 

We  believe  it  will  be  demonstrated  that  we  can  render 
better  service  with  the  new  equipment  at  a lower  cost  to 
the  taxpayers.

I submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Fairhaven  for  the  period  from 
October  21,  1945  to  September  21,  1946,  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This 
is  in  the  form  of  a report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B. 
Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Fairhaven  for  the  period  from 
October  21,  1945,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to 
September  21,  1946,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the 
offices  of  the  treasurer  and  the  accounting  officer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  accounting 
officer  were  examined,  checked,  and  compared  with  the 
records  of  the  several  departments  of  the  town  and  with 
the  town  treasurer’s  accounts.  The  receipts,  as  recorded, 
were  compared  with  the  town  treasurer’s  record  of  receipts 
and  were  checked  with  the  departmental  records  of  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer,  while  the  recorded  payments  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer’s  record  of  disbursements  and 
with  the  treasury  warrants. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  appropriations 
and  transfers  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records 
of  town  meetings  and  with  the  records  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee, the  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit 
of  the  several  departments  were  made,  and  a balance 
sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on 
September  21,  1946  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this 
report. 

The  records  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
checked  to  the  accounting  officer’s  books,  with  the  depart- 
mental records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  with 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  disbursements  were  checked  with  the 
treasury  warrants. 
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The  cash  balance  on  September  21,  1946  was  proved 
by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement 
furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file 
and  with  the  amounts  falling  due. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined.  The  income  was 
proved  and  all  transactions  were  verified  and  compared 
with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accounting  officer’s  books. 

The  investments  of  the  contributory  retirement  funds 
were  personally  examined.  The  receipts,  representing  ap- 
propriations by  the  town  and  contributions  by  the  members 
as  well  as  income  from  investments,  were  checked  in  detail. 
The  disbursements  were  checked  and  the  cash  balance  on 
September  21,  1946  was  proved  by  reconciling  the  bank 
balance  with  a statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

A statement  of  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the 
Henry  H.  Rogers  High  School  Fund  was  furnished  by  the 
City  Bank  Farmers  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  Trustees, 
and  a schedule  for  this  fund  was  prepared  and  is  attached 
to  this  report. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  addition  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  compared  with  the  collector’s  records,  the  recorded 
redemptions,  disclaimers,  and  foreclosures  were  verified, 
and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the 
accounting  officer’s  ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records 
in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  town  collector  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  departmental, 
and  water  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous 
examination,  and  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited 
and  proved  to  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The 
recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  and  with  the  accounting  officer’s  books,  the 
abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  records 
in  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  such  credits,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  accounting  officer’s  ledger  accounts. 
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The  outstanding  tax,  departmental,  and  water  accounts 
were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  and  records  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the 
selectmen,  town  clerk,  building  inspector,  and  by  the 
police,  fire,  and  health  departments  were  examined,  and 
the  payments  to  the  State  and  the  town  treasurer  were 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  and  accounts  men- 
tioned, the  records  of  all  other  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were 
examined,  checked  in  detail,  and  reconciled  with  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accounting  officer's  books. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
and  the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  tax  title,  de- 
partmental, and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing 
the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and 
retirement  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  various  town 
officials  during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

amended  to  $4,920  by  Mr.  Terry,  seconded.

The  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1946  is  submitted  herewith. 


FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

The  most  pressing  problem  at  this  time  is  the  need  of 
raising  teachers'  salaries.  They  must  be  raised  substantial- 
ly if  we  are  to  maintain  a properly  qualified  staff. 


The  regular  budgets  include  an  amount  sufficient  to 
raise  teachers'  salaries  an  average  of  about  $500.  each  and 
janitors  about  $300.  each,  effective  January  1,  1947.  The 
total  allowance  for  this  purpose  is  $38,350.00. 

The  requested  appropriation  would  permit  the  School 
Committee  to  adopt  a new  teachers'  salary  schedule  as  in- 
dicated below:

The  School  Committee  has  always  been  most  careful 
to  follow  the  advice  of  the  State  Building  Inspector  in 
regard  to  changes  recommended  for  the  safety  of  children 
in  all  the  schoolhouses.  Naturally  attention  is  directed 
chiefly  to  the  Rogers  and  Oxford  Schools.  These  buildings 
were  most  carefully  gone  over  this  year  by  the  State 
Building  Inspector,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Mr. 
William  Tallman.  The  public  is  invited  to  inspect  the 
buildings  by  applying  to  the  janitor  or  to  the  principal.  A 
visit  to  the  school  is  the  best  method  of  relieving  one’s 
apprehension.

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TEACHERS’  SALARIES 

The  teachers’  salary  problem  is  a very  serious  one  be- 
cause of  the  decline  in  the  supply  of  qualified  teachers. 
Salaries  must  be  raised  not  only  to  secure  and  retain 
teachers  now  but  to  make  teaching  a more  attractive  pro- 
fession to  enter.  If  the  schools  are  to  receive  their 
due  proportion  of  the  intellectual  talent  of  the  nation, 
salary  schedules  must  be  comparable  to  those  which 
attract  talent  into  other  professions. 

The  proposals  which  the  School  Committee  has  in- 
cluded in  the  1947  estimates  are,  I feel,  reasonable  and 
should  be  adopted  as  soon  as  possible. 

“IT  PAYS” 

A National  Education  Association  leaflet  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  relationship  between  good  schools  and  good 
business.  It  quotes  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce as  reporting  that  WHERE  SCHOOLS  ARE  BEST: 

1.  Average  incomes  are  greatest. 

2.  Retail  sales  are  greatest. 

3.  Rentals  for  homes  are  highest. 

4.  More  telephones  are  used. 

5.  Fewest  men  were  rejected  under  Selective 

Service. 

The  conclusion  is  drawn  that  if  education  makes 
people  good  producers  and  good  consumers,  then  money 
spent  on  schools  is  a sound  investment. 

ORGANIZATION 

A larger  enrollment  in  the  Oxford  School  area  will 
probably  require  the  restoration  of  one  teaching  position 
next  September.  The  High  School  Principal’s  report  indi- 
cates the  real  need  of  an  additional  teacher  in  the  English 
Department.  I should  also  recommend  that  an  additional 
teacher  be  placed  in  East  Fairhaven  to  restore  the  position 
discontinued  last  June. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Following  the  policy  of  the  School  Committee  we  are 
transporting  to  school  all  children  south  of  the  railroad 
bridge  on  Sconticut  Neck,  all  of  grades  8 to  12  east 
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of  the  brook  near  Mill  Road,  all  of  grades  6 and  7 east  of 
the  “airport”,  all  children  from  Oak  Grove  Lane,  and 
all  others  two  miles  or  more  from  school.  Special  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  for  physically  handicapped 
children.  A new  taxi  route  was  started  last  fall  when 
seven  children  moved  to  a home  on  the  north  end  of  New 
Boston  Road. 

A table  showing  the  number  of  pupils  transported  to 
the  various  schools  is  included  with  this  report.  You  will 
note  that  the  total  number  of  pupils  transported  has 
increased  in  one  year  from  340  to  384  with  a consequent 
increase  in  the  cost  of  transportation. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  LUNCH  ROOM 


The  Lunch  Room  has  continued  its  successful  oper- 
ation under  the  management  of  Miss  Dorothea  L.  Jameson. 
Low  prices  have  been  maintained  only  because  of  assist- 
ance from  Federal  Funds.  A small  operating  loss  during 
the  fall  term  is  expected  to  require  a slight  rise  in  prices 
in  January.

PUPIL-TEACHER  LOAD 

The  ratio  of  pupils  to  teachers,  or  the  “pupil-teacher 
load”,  is  now  nearly  up  to  the  maximum  approved  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  in  the  new  “Proposed 
Regulations  for  Approval  of  Massachusetts  High  Schools.” 
With  reference  to  this  matter  for  Class  A High  Schools  the 
Bulletin  of  the  Department  of  Education  suggests  25:1, 
exclusive  of  the  Principal,  as  the  maximum  for  approval. 
This  term  our  pupil-teacher  load  has  been  24.7,  a number 
close  to  the  maximum  recommended.  In  Grade  8 the 
pupil-teacher  load  has  been  25.5.  If  Grades  8-12  are  re- 
garded as  one  school,  the  teacher-pupil  load  was  24.9  on 
October  first. 

In  another  section  the  Bulletin  of  the  Department  of 
Education  makes  the  following  statement: 

“The  programs  of  teachers  with  more  than 
5 classes  a day  or  more  than  125  pupils  per  day 
will  be  carefully  scrutinized.” 
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Ten  of  our  teachers  have  six  periods  of  teaching  every 
day  and  six  of  these  teachers  are  in  charge  of  home  rooms 
fifty  minutes  a day  besides.  Nine  High  School  teachers 
and  five  Eighth  Grade  teachers  instruct  more  than  125 
pupils  a day. 

To  maintain  the  standards  recommended  by  the  De- 
partment of  Education  we  shall  need  an  additional  teacher 
next  September  if  enrollment  figures  continue  to  rise. 
Classes  in  English  are  larger  than  they  should  be  in  view 
of  the  importance  of  the  subject  and  the  large  amount  of 
time  required  to  read  and  correct  themes  and  other  written 
work.  I recommend,  therefore,  that  a teacher  be  added  to 
the  department  of  English. 


VETERANS 

With  the  ending  of  hostilities  thousands  of  young  men 
have  returned  from  the  various  branches  of  the  Armed 
Service  to  the  schools  and  colleges  of  America.  Twelve 
veterans  of  World  War  II  entered  our  school  last  fall  to 
complete  their  high  school  education.  Eight  of  these  are 
candidates  for  a diploma  in  June  1947.  Our  school  also 
allows  credit  for  work  done  in  the  Veterans’  Education 
Center  maintained  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education.  Some  boys  are  earning  the  required  credits  for 
a diploma  by  using  these  opportunities.  More  than  30 
veterans  came  to  the  High  School  Principal  seeking  counsel 
in  regard  to  educational  plans.  Time  was  freely  given  to 
a consideration  of  their  problems  and  many  of  these  young 
men  are  now  enrolled  in  colleges  in  various  parts  of  the 
country. 

. \ 

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE 

Everyone  familiar  with  the  situation  knows  that  many 
young  people  who  graduated  from  high  schools  last  June 
adequately  prepared  to  do  advanced  work  were  unable  to 
enter  college  because  of  the  unprecedented  crowding  of 
higher  institutions.  In  the  class  graduated  from  our  school 
in  June  1946  there  were  108  members.  Of  these  twenty- 
eight  expressed  a desire  to  go  on  to  advanced  schools  or 
colleges.  By  September,  twenty-five  had  been  accepted  for 
entrance.  Twenty  of  the  twenty-eight  wished  to  enter 
four-year,  degree-granting  colleges.  Seventeen  were  ac- 
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cepted  and  entered  college  in  September.  Six  graduates 
entered  two-year  Junior  Colleges,  three  entered  Art 
Schools,  and  two  entered  Business  or  Secretarial  Schools. 
The  three  students  having  highest  honors  at  graduation 
were  among  those  who  entered  college.  All  three  received 
scholarships,  and  two  were  excused  from  Freshman  English 
because  of  the  quality  of  their  work.  Such  results  reflect 
credit  upon  our  school  and  should  be  regarded  with  satis- 
faction by  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

Something  should  be  said  about  the  young  people 
who  complete  our  business  course  with  high  marks.  Their 
services  are  sought  each  year  by  employers,  and  the  reports 
we  receive  indicate  that  they  are  well  equipped  to  do  effici- 
ent and  accurate  work.  We  could  have  placed  more 
graduates  with  this  training  last  June  if  we  had  had  them.

purchase  of  a bronze  tablet  to  honor  students  of  Fairhaven 
High  School  who  gave  their  lives  in  World  War  II. 


ATHLETICS 

The  physical  education  and  sports  program  for  boys 
and  girls  has  been  carried  on  as  usual  this  year,  and  much 
credit  is  due  Mr.  Clement,  Mr.  Entin,  and  Miss  LaRochelle 
for  the  results  obtained.  When  it  comes  to  interscholastic 
competition,  our  school  is  unfortunate  in  the  matter  of  size. 
We  are  somewhat  larger  than  the  small  high  schools,  and 
on  that  account  they  are  seldom  willing  to  play  our  teams. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  are  much  smaller  than  the  large 
high  schools  whose  teams  we  have  to  meet.  However,  our 
boys  show  stamina  and  good  coaching,  and  we  manage  to 
win  the  respect  of  the  opponents  and  the  spectators  even 
when  we  do  not  win  the  game. 

Our  football  field  suffered  from  the  flood  of  salt  water 
that  covered  it  during  the  1938  hurricane.  Year  by  year 
since  then,  the  grass  has  been  fighting  a losing  battle,  and 
the  dust  and  the  hard,  bare  ground  add  to  the  physical 
hazards  of  football  and  field  hockey.  I recommend  that  a 
competent  landscape  gardener  be  secured  to  put  the  field 
in  good  condition  before  the  opening  of  school  next  fall. 
By  playing  baseball  in  Cushman  Park  and  by  reorganizing 
our  spring  physical  education  program,  we  could  keep  off 
the  field  during  the  spring  and  summer  while  a new  crop 
of  grass  was  being  grown. 

Our  bleachers  are  old,  and  they  are  weakened  each 
year  as  they  are  moved  to  and  from  the  field.  I recommend 
that  some  money  be  set  aside  each  year  for  the  purchase  of 
new  bleachers. 

Our  sports  program  during  the  winter  months  could 
be  greatly  strengthened  if  we  had  a gymnasium  for  boys 
and  another  for  girls.  Everywhere  there  is  an  increasing 
interest  in  basketball.  A separate  boys’  gymnasium  with 
a larger  floor  and  with  more  room  for  spectators  would  be 
a great  asset  and  should  be  considered  in  our  long-range 
planning. 
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AUDIO-VISUAL  EQUIPMENT 


A study  of  educational  trends  shows  an  increasing 
emphasis  on  the  importance  of  radio,  records,  transcrip- 
tions, still  and  moving  pictures  to  supplement  textbook 
study  and  class  discussion.  This  year  we  added  to  our 
auditorium  equipment  an  excellent  sound  motion  picture 
projector,  a turntable  to  accommodate  sixteen-inch  tran- 
scriptions, and  a microphone.  We  also  secured  a portable 
electric  phonograph  for  use  in  class  rooms.  The  phono- 
graph is  in  use  almost  daily  in  such  classes  as  typewriting 
and  English.  The  sound  equipment  enables  us  to  enrich 
our  assembly  periods  and  to  show  films  of  special  interest 
to  classes  in  science,  home  economics,  geography,  and 
English,  Some  money  should  be  made  available  each  year 
for  the  rental  and  purchase  of  films. 


TEACHERS 

The  old  story  about  Mark  Hopkins  on  one  end  of  a 
log  and  a boy  on  the  other  is  too  well  known  to  need  re- 
peating but  the  point  of  the  story,  that  the  quality  of  a 
school  depends  upon  the  character  and  ability  of  the 
teacher,  is  as  important  today  as  ever.  Through  the  years, 
schools  have  built  their  reputations  on  the  strong  and  able 
teachers  they  have  been  able  to  secure  and  hold.  Today 
much  that  was  formerly  done  for  children  by  other  agencies 
is  left  to  the  schools  just  at  a time  when  the  supply  of 
teachers  is  far  too  small,  and  when  low  salaries  discourage 
many  of  our  most  competent  young  people  from  preparing 
to  teach.  When  fine  teachers  retire  or  move  to  other 
communities,  we  must  be  able  by  means  of  good  salaries 
and  attractive  working  conditions  to  secure  excellent 
teachers  to  take  their  places.  Conscientious  teachers  are 
doing  their  best  to  build  character,  teach  subject  matter 
and  develop  citizenship  day  by  day.  What  the  future  is 
to  be  depends  upon  what  kind  of  young  people  come  out 
of  our  schools  and  colleges.  It  was  never  more  important 
that  boys  and  girls  have  the  influence  of  strong,  inspiring 
teachers  in  their  high  school  years. 
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For  the  encouragement,  interest,  and  understanding 
of  the  Superintendent  and  the  School  Committee  I express 
my  own  appreciation  and  that  of  the  faculty  as  we  begin 
a new  year  of  service  to  the  young  people  of  Fairhaven.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I present  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  as  School 
Nurse. 

The  variety  and  many  sidedness  of  school  health  work 
lends  interest  and  importance  to  its  practice.  The  work 
concerns  not  only  the  physical  well  being  of  the  child,  but 
must  also  deal  with  those  mental,  emotional,  and  social 
factors  in  the  life  of  the  child  which  are  the  product  of 
heredity  and  environment. 

The  nurse  by  regular  checks  with  teachers,  doctor,  and 
parents,  endeavors  to  protect  the  health  of  the  children. 
Schools  are  visited  at  least  once  a week  and  more  often  if 
necessary.  Pupils  are  urged  to  report  to  the  teacher  and 
then  to  the  nurse  for  minor  injuries,  examination  of  skin 
conditions,  sore  throats,  etc.  This  protects  other  pupils 
from  exposure  to  contagion. 

Clinics  were  held  during  the  year  to  discover  defects 
of  eyes  and  ears.  The  mental  clinic  for  retarded  children 
was  also  held.  Diphtheria  immunization  was  given  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Health.  All  High  School 
pupils  were  x-rayed  for  tuberculosis  under  the  auspices  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  cost  of  the 
clinic  being  defrayed  by  the  Bristol  County  Health  Asso- 
ciation through  receipts  from  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals. 

In  November  and  December  there  was  an  epidemic  of 
measles  with  over  sixty  cases  reported. 

The  nurse  assisted  in  the  milk  program.  Pupils 
purchased  one  half-pint  per  day  at  two  cents  from  Jan- 
uary to  June,  three  cents  from  September  to  November 
and  are  3.4  cents  since  that  time.  The  School  Milk  Fund 
furnished  milk  free  to  children  unable  to  pay.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  cost  is  paid  by  the  Federal  Foods  Distribu- 
tion Administration.

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SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 

Children  may  enter  the  first  grade  if  they  are  five 
years  and  six  months  of  age  on  or  before  September  1 of  the 
current  school  year.  Consequently  children  will  be  admitted 
to  the  first  grade  in  September  1947  if  born  on  or  before 
March  1,  1942.  Certificate  of  birth  and  vaccination  are 
required  at  the  time  of  entrance. 

COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 

All  children  must  attend  school  between  the  ages  of 
seven  and  'sixteen.  Certain  exceptions  may  be  made  by 
written  permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
children  who  have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  and  have 
completed  the  sixth  grade. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  MINORS 

Employment  permits,  sometimes  called  “School  Cards”, 
are  required  for  all  persons  under  twenty-one  who  are  em- 
ployed in  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mercantile,  and 
certain  other  work.  These  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  minor  must  appear  in 
person  and  present  a birth  certificate  or  other  suitable 
evidence  of  age.

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AT  YOUR  LIBRARY 

1 946  was  the  Millicent  Library's  Fifty-fourth 
Year  of  Service 

It  faced  difficulties  caused  by  fast-rising  prices,  by 
many  staff  changes  beyond  our  control.  Against  odds,  the 
staff  has  worked  loyally  and  cooperatively  to  render  the 
same  kind  of  good  service  we  take  pride  in  offering  to  our 
patrons.  That  service  has  been  more  efficient  because  of 
outside  cooperation  given  by  teachers,  town  officials, 
newspapermen  and  the  public  to  whom  the  librarian  is 
sincerely  grateful. 

Your  Library  is  a Center  of  Activity 
in  the  Community 

It  offers:  Reference  assistance — Reading  lists  upon  re- 
quest— Cooperation  with  groups  desiring  special  material 
— Aid  in  the  selection  of  books — Interlibrary  borrowing 
and  lending — and  has  given  all  these  services  and  others 
during  the  past  year. 

The  Book  Circle  of  the  Fairhaven  Mother’s  Club  was 
granted  the  privilege  of  using  the  Trustees  Room  in  the 
library  for  five  of  its  meetings.  At  these,  interesting  book 
reviews,  which  were  open  to  the  public,  were  given.  Miss 
Mary  Beals  of  our  staff  was  one  of  the  guest  speakers. 
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At  the  Town  Hobby  Show,  a library  hobby  cart  filled 
with  books  was  featured.  800  gay  and  attractive  folders 
listing  books  on  hobbies  were  mimeographed  by  the  library 
staff  and  distributed. 

The  annual  Book  Week  Tea  was  once  again  a gala 
occasion  at  which  books  and  people  were  brought  together 
in  an  atmosphere  of  cordial  welcome.  Tea,  poured  by 
Mrs.  Lothrop  Hedge  and  Miss  Anna  B.  Trowbridge  was 
served  to  about  fifty  people  by  Irene  Bissonnette,  Beverley 
Bleakley,  Ursula  Dittami,  Elinore  Dreher,  Jerome  Frost, 
Harriet  Hawes,  Mary  Hennessy,  Rosemary  Richards,  and 
Alan  Shaw.  These  young  patrons  were  recipients  of  the 
honor  because  of  good  reading  records  in  the  Summer 
Reading  Club.  Many  of  the  new  books  of  the  fall  season 
were  displayed  in  Trustees  Room,  Children’s  Room  and  in 
the  main  lobby. 

Cooperation  with  a well-known  lecturer  in  supplying 
data  from  our  files  brought  a delightful  surprise  on 
July  5th,  when  Mr.  Alton  Hall  Blackington  presented  on 
his  YANKEE  YARNS  program  over  WBZ  and  several 
other  radio  stations,  his  program  of  “An  epic  of  the  sea”, 
this  being  a story  of  Captain  Whitfield’s  rescue  of  Manjiro 
Nakahama. 


Your  Library  works  with  the  Young  People 

Twenty  lessons  were  given  at  the  library  from 
April  4-11,  to  Seventh  Graders,  on  “How  to  use  the 
library.”  Some  text  revisions  were  made  and  new  covers 
put  on  the  mimeographed  booklets  used  for  the  course. 

A Reading  Club  was  conducted  during  the  summer. 
Though  much  more  simple  in  form  than  our  usual  summer 
clubs,  this  “Bookland  Tour”  did  serve  to  stimulate  and 
maintain  the  reading  interest  of  many  youngsters  during 
the  summer. 

Ten  Story  Hours  were  held  during  the  summer, 
on  each  Wednesday  morning,  from  June  26  - August  28, 
with  a total  attendance  of  756  children,  an  average  of  75. 
361  of  these  boys  and  girls  came  from  the  north  section 
of  town  on  the  school  bus  engaged  by  the  library  to  convey 
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the  children.  Miss  Beatrice  Mosgrove,  Mrs.  Wallace  Mac- 
Kinnon, Mrs.  J.  Milton  Rex  were  those  aside  from  our  own 
staff  who  very  graciously  consented  to  tell  stories.  A Book 
Week  Story  Hour  was  arranged  for  November  16,  when 
Mrs.  Harold  B.  Dutton  entertained  100  boys  and  girls. 

Five  elementary  schools  were  visited  twice,  in  June 

and  in  November,  by  the  librarian,  who  made  announce- 
ments of  library  activities,  distributed  mimeographed 
folders  and  told  stories  from  some  of  the  new  books  of  the 
season.  Incidentally,  the  demand  for  these  books  is  still 
being  felt. 

Reference  assistance  was  given  frequently  to  students 
and  was  sometimes  very  heavy  when  class  assignments 
were  about  due. 

“One  good  turn  deserves  another.”  Mr.  Parkinson's 
class  at  the  High  School  printed  for  us  a supply  of  stickers 
needed  for  books  placed  in  the  schools.  Some  splendid 
Book  Week  posters  were  made  by  High  School  students  for 
our  Book  Week  display,  under  the  direction  of  the  Art 
Supervisor,  Miss  Ruth  K.  Doherty.  For  this  help  and  co- 
operation, the  librarian  says  “Thank  you,  boys  and  girls!"

We  were 
pleased  that  our  graphic  method  of  recording  our  1945 
statistics  brought  forth  a nice  comment  from  the  LIBRARY 
JOURNAL  in  its  June  15th  issue,  and  later,  requests  and 
comments  for  and  about  our  report  from  a number  of 
librarians  from  all  over  the  country. 
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FACTS  ARE  FACTS,  AND  HERE  THEY  ARE! 
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Your  Library  arranged  Exhibits  for  your  pleasure 

Seasonal  and  timely  displays  have  been  attractively 
arranged  by  Miss  Steele  on  the  bulletin  board  and  table 
opposite  the  entrance;  and  weekly  displays  were  arranged 
near  the  circulation  desk,  of  books  of  current  interest,  on 
which  159  reserves  were  left  by  patrons. 

The  Book  Week  exhibit  was  a miniature  bridge  clever- 
ly made  by  Mr.  Boucher,  our  janitor.  Set  up  by  the 
librarian  with  an  appropriate  foreground  under  the  bridge 
and  miniature  figures  upon  and  surrounding  it,  this  was 
our  central  theme  and  it  carried  out  aptly  the  national 
1946  slogan  “BOOKS  ARE  BRIDGES.” 

A special  feature,  appreciated  and  commented  upon 
by  many  patrons,  was  the  festive  atmosphere  created  by 
bright  Christmas  decorations  and  a lovely  tree  surrounded 
by  new  books. 

Displays  made  in  our  special  case  were  enjoyed,  and 
were  as  follows:  Old  programs,  of  the  New  England 
Society  in  the  City  of  New  York,  these  being  elaborate 
programs  speaking  in  the  language  of  another  day  and 
age; — Two  rare  newspapers,  recent  gifts  from  Mr.  Charles 
Mitchell,  one  “The  New  Bedford  Morning  Mercury”  of 
April  2,  1841,  the  other  the  “Boston  Gazette  & Country 
Journal”  of  March  12,  1770,  in  which  was  an  account  of 
the  Boston  massacre ; — Carved  boxes,  made  by  the  special 
class  at  the  Oxford  School  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Ann 
Brow: — Miniature  elephants,  pink,  yellow,  green,  red, 
black,  of  glass,  wood,  metal,  from  the  collection  left  to  the 
library  by  the  late  Mrs.  James  Baker,  and  others  loaned 
by  Mrs.  Maisie  Ellis; — Tiny  perfume  bottles,  of  odd  and 
clever  shapes,  loaned  by  Miss  Ollie  Ellis. 

Your  Library  has  Problems/  too 

Personnel — Resignations  of  staff  members  for  the  past 
year,  as  listed  in  the  front  of  this  report,  speak  louder  than 
words.  The  year  closed  with  our  staff  the  smallest  in 
years.  We  have  filled  in  the  best  we  could  by  making 
several  temporary  appointments,  and  appreciate  the  help 
these  people  have  given  us.  The  High  School  pages  have 
done  splendid  work;  we  have  felt  keenly  the  loss  of  Miss 
Beals,  who  decided  to  return  to  missionary  teaching  in 
South  Africa;  we  were  glad  for  the  five  months  of  good 
service  given  us  by  Mr.  Moore,  a returned  veteran,  who 
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left  in  September  to  train  at  Simmons  College  for  the 
library  profession. 

For  several  years,  our  salary  schedule  has  been  too 
low  to  attract  or  to  hold  for  long  people  trained  in  library 
methods.  Because  of  inadequate  salaries,  lack  of  a pay 
plan  and  a future  outlook  for  step-up  increases  for  satis- 
factory work,  our  staff  turnover  has  been  too  great,  and 
the  work  has  been  disrupted  with  the  constant  training  of 
new  people,  inexperienced  in  the  library  field.  Within  the 
past  year,  salary  standards  in  the  library  profession  have 
so  risen  that  even  the  library  schools  will  not  suggest  any 
candidates  for  the  salary  we  have  been  able  to  offer. 

Staff  members  have  taken  turns  in  attending  inspir- 
ational national,  state  and  local  library  conferences,  thus 
keeping  in  touch  with  new  developments  in  the  library 
world.  Probably  never  more  than  this  past  year  has  the 
splended  contribution  of  our  profession  to  modern  life  been 
stressed. 

The  librarian  and  Miss  Beals  were  called  upon  re- 
peatedly for  talks  on  book  and  travel  topics.  Aside  from 
the  latter,  your  librarian  gave  a lecture  on  “Publicity”  at 
Simmons  College,  before  the  students  in  the  Summer 
Library  Institute  course  conducted  by  the  State  Division  of 
Public  Libraries, — and  in  November,  participated  in  a 
radio  broadcast  over  WNBH  on  the  subject  “The  tradition 
of  good  books.” 

Maintenance.  The  library  faces  expensive  building 
repairs  to  the  gutters  and  stonework.  One  emergency  re- 
pair in  the  fall  uncovered  24  cracks  where  water  was 
seeping  through  around  the  windows  in  the  office. 

A coco  brush  mat  for  the  entrance  hall,  a new  awning, 
and  two  Dry-Al  units  to  combat  dampness  in  the  basement 
were  needed  replacements. 

The  janitor  very  admirably  refinished  the  large  oak 
table  in  the  Trustees  Room. 

During  the  spring,  some  of  the  lawn  bordering  the 
sidewalk  was  reseeded;  and  in  the  fall,  the  tree  warden 
replaced  with  elms  the  young  maples  that  had  been  set 
out  earlier  along  the  sidewalk. 

A small  visible  index  record  for  posting  maintenance 
items  was  added  to  the  office  equipment,  and  a new  and 
needed  typewriter  was  purchased. 

Shelving.  It’s  a puzzle!  The  building  is  crowded  and 
is  becoming  more  so  each  year.  The  work  space  is  far 
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from  adequate  or  convenient,  but  where  and  how  to  shelve 
books  properly  is  a serious  problem.  The  shelves  all  over 
the  library  are  bulging.  The  window  sills  in  the  Children’s 
Room  are  being  used.  Where  to  put  more  books  is  getting 
to  be  a conundrum  to  the  staff.  A section  of  shelves  was 
built  by  the  janitor  and  installed  in  the  tower  thus  giving 
space  to' store  a few  volumes  called  for  infrequently,  and 
extra  copies  needed  later. 

Mutilation  of  books!  What’s  the  answer?  There  has 
been  some  serious  mutilation  of  reference  books  this  past 
year.  This  beyond  any  doubt  is  the  work  of  students.  This 
sort  of  maliciousness  is  inexcusable,  since  such  action  de- 
prives fellow  students,  and  later  ones  too,  of  the  use  of 
material  which  often  cannot  be  replaced  at  all,  or  only  at 
considerable  expense  to  the  library. 

Loss  of  books  shown  by  inventory.  The  completing  of 
the  inventory,  begun  in  1945,  was  a tremendous  task.  This, 
done  very  efficiently  with  Miss  Beals  in  charge,  was  the 
first  complete  one  since  1938,  although  branch  and  school 
collections  have  been  checked  several  times  in  the  interval. 
The  loss  found  in  inventory  always  seems  too  great,  yet  in 
an  open  stack  library  it  has  to  be  both  expected  and  ac- 
cepted. Our  loss  of  1,146  books  over  an  eight  year  period 
is  32%  less  than  in  the  1938  inventory  taken  after  five 
years.  The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  loss.

Your  Library  received  Gifts 

The  feeling  of  good-will  so  frequently  expressed  by 
patrons  toward  the  library  and  its  service  takes  on  special 
significance  when  the  library  becomes  the  recipient  of  gifts 
placed  here  where  they  may  be  used  for  the  public  good. 
We  received  varied  gifts  during  the  year. 

The  autograph  collection  of  the  presidents  was 
brought  up-to-date  by  the  very  welcome  gift  from  Presi- 
dent Truman  of  an  autographed  photograph  of  himself. 

Gift  of  Painting:  A water  color  sketch  of  the 

Memorial  Church  was  given  to  the  library  in  late  December 
by  its  artist  Miss  Grace  Louise  Hammond  of  New  Bedford. 
The  view  shown  by  the  artist  is  almost  identical  to  that 
seen  from  the  Children’s  Room  window,  on  the  east. 

Among  other  gifts  were  sheet  music;  two  issues  of 
rare  newspapers;  a pamphlet  on  “The  doomed  city 
Chicago”,  this  being  a contemporary  account  of  the 
Chicago  fire;  a photograph  of  the  Major  Fearing  memorial; 
a copy  of  the  periodical  “Tourist”  which  carried  an  ac- 
count of  the  meeting  of  the  great  grandsons  of  Captain 
Whitfield  and  Manjiro  Nakahama;  and  scrapbooks.  These 
were  received  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Conkling,  Mr.  Charles 
Mitchell,  Miss  Grace  Perry,  Mr.  James  E.  Reynolds,  Miss 
Anna  B.  Trowbridge  and  Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Whitfield. 

Book  gifts  have  been  received  from  publishers,  authors 
and  from  several  of  our  townspeople,  among  the  latter  be- 
ing Mr.  Carson  A.  Axtell,  who  donated  a copy  of  his  very 
fine  compilation  “Axtell  genealogy,  1945”,  from  Miss 
Marie  Chauvelot,  Mrs.  Eva  R.  Carleton,  Jerome  Frost, 
Richard  Gallop,  Mrs.  Grace  Gidley,  Dana  Lange,  Jr.,  Mrs. 
Emily  Morgan,  Mrs.  Anna  Stewart,  Mrs.  John  Tripp  and 
Miss  Anna  B.  Trowbridge. 

Memorial  gifts:  Twice  recently,  we  have  been  the  re- 
cipient of  memorial  volumes,  once  last  year,  and  again  this 
fall,  when  a very  fine  gift  of  twenty-two  books  on  art  sub- 
jects were  given  to  the  library  by  Mrs.  James  Wilkinson 
in  memory  of  her  late  husband.  Mr.  Wilkinson,  whose  in- 
terest in  art  was  such  that  he  had  built  up  a fine  small 
library  of  his  own  on  this  subject,  was,  for  many  years,  one 
of  the  library’s  borrowers. 
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This  is  a splendid  way  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  a 
friend  or  relative  and  we  especially  welcome  such  gifts. 

Incidentally,  it  is  customary  in  many  towns  to  suggest 
to  the  public  that  the  library  would  gratefully  receive  be- 
quests, no  matter  how  large  or  how  small,  to  be  used  for 
the  good  of  the  library,  for  books,  general  or  specific,  or 
for  other  uses  and  purposes  of  the  library  as  the  donor 
desires.  The  Millicent  Library  would  be  glad  to  be  re- 
membered in  this  way  and  the  following  form  is  suggestive:

FORM  OF  BEQUEST 

“ I give  and  bequeath  to  The  Millicent  Library,  a charitable  cor- 
poration located  in  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  Massachusetts,  the  sum

purchase  of  books  but  in  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees  for  any  of  the 
purposes  of  the  Library.” 

The  suggestion  is  made  that  you  consult  your  attorney 
as  to  the  form  of  bequest  for  memorials  or  other  special 
purposes. 


Your  Library  in  a Changing  World 

In  1893,  a public  minded  citizen,  who  became  the 
town’s  benefactor,  endowed  the  Millicent  Library,  provid- 
ing for  its  continued  support  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  These 
funds  were  once  adequate  and  the  library  in  its  early  years 
became  known  as  one  of  the  outstanding  small  libraries  in 
the  state.  It  provided  hours  of  service  beyond  the  majority 
of  the  largest  libraries  in  the  country.  Its  facilities  were 
good,  its  building  homelike  and  attractive  to  its  patrons. 
Townspeople  were  not  taxed  for  its  support.  We  have  been 
not  a little  PROUD  of  the  Millicent  Library. 

Two  World  Wars  have  intervened  since  the  library 
was  established.  We  were  able  to  adjust  to  the  changing 
conditions  brought  about  by  World  War  I.  When  the  de- 
pression era  came  in  the  thirties,  we  had  additional  help 
in  personnel  paid  by  the  government.  We  had  interested 
local  young  women,  wishing  experience,  who  worked  for 
extremely  low  salaries.  Prices  have  risen  to  new  heights 
since  World  War  II  ended,  and  funds  that  were  once 


adequate  will  not  now  stretch  to  compensate  for  rising 
costs.  Books  and  periodicals  are  definitely  higher,  binding 
has  practically  doubled,  there  have  been  from  slight  to 
large  increases  in  everyday  maintenance  supplies  and 
equipment,  labor  and  materials  for  building  repair  have 
soared  greatly,  workers  cannot  be  hired  at  former  salaries. 

These  conditions  have  brought  the  library  to  a cross- 
road. Every  institution  must  go  either  forward  or  back- 
ward. There  is  no  standing  still. 

Curtailing  is  not  a pleasant  thing  to  do.  It  is  probably 
more  distasteful  to  those  who  are  forced  to  do  it  than  to 
the  public  whom  the  library  serves.  It  was  only  after  very 
careful  consideration  that  the  step  was  taken  to  reduce  the 
hours  of  opening  from  76  to  63  hours  a week.  This  was 
voted  by  the  trustees  on  December  20,  to  become  effective 
on  January  1,  1947.  The  new  hours  are  listed  in  the  front 
of  this  report. 

With  this  change,  the  staff,  whose  working  hours  are 
just  as  many  as  formerly,  will  be  able  to  give  better  assist- 
ance during  the  open  hours.  The  efforts  of  the  staff  are 
being  concentrated  to  give  the  best  possible  service  under 
present  circumstances.  It  is  their  desire  that  we  maintain 
our  standard.  The  public  can  help  by  understanding  the 
difficulties  confronting  us. 

The  librarian  is  sincerely  grateful  to  the  Trustees  for 
their  careful  consideration  of  new  problems  and  for  the 
decisions  they  have  made  to  help  toward  an  adjustment  of 
difficulties  caused  by  the  changing  world  of  1946. 

1947  is  another  year,  and  it  challenges  us  to  renewed 
effort.
